WASHINGTON. (UP). President 


Roosevelt said Friday the justice 
department is investigating alle- 
gations by the Dies committee in- 
vestigating un-American activities 
that nazis, communists and other 
organizations are violating certain 
federal criminal statutes. 


Mr, Roosevelt said he had re- 


ceived a memorandum from Atty. 
Gen. Murphy reporting that the 
inquiry has been undertaken. 
He 


had no other comment on the in- 
vestigation. 


He characterized as just a news- 
paper story reports that he has 
asked administration c o n g r es- 
sional leaders to block requests 
by Representative Dies, (d., Tex.), 
chairman of the inquiry into un- 
American activities for $150,000 
to continue the investigation dur- 
ing the next two years. 
The president said he planned 


to continue Frank McNinch as 
chairman of the federal communi- 
cations commission until further 
notice. 
The president told newspaper- 


men that he has 
been too busy 
writing speeches to give further 
consideration at the moment to 
appointments. 
He declared that the status of 


Donald 
Wakeffeld 
Smith, 
labor 


board member, was still the same. 
He said he had not yet made up 
his mind when he would submit 
the disputed Smith nomination for 
reappointment. 


The chief executive revealed that 


he had not decided whether he 
would send congress a special mes- 
sage dealing with social security 
revision or merely send up a re- 
port in letter form. 


Mr. Roosevelt was asked what 


he thought of comments that the- 
mounting puLhc debt constituted 
c. threat to federal credit. He said 
that that prediction was made by 
major prophets. He characterized 
himself as just a minor prophet. 


Asked to comment on plans to 
settle political refugees in Ethio- 
pia, he suggested that his inter- 
rogator consult with the state de- 
partment. 
Asked about reports that Col. 


Charles A. Lindbergh, air corps re- 
serve officer, had" sent data to 
this government on German air- 
plane strength, Mr, Roosevelt said 
that he himself knew nothing of 
such data.

NEW YORK. (UP). Policemen, 


disguised as criminals and aided 
by coast guardsmen and customs 
agents, sprang a trap on a smug- 
gling mob eaily Friday, captured 
three men and seized $150,000 
\vorth of opium after% gun battle 
on the Brooklyn waterfront. One 
policeman was wounded. 
The opium was brought here on 
the S. S. Ida, from Italy, and was 
transferred in the harbor to a 
launch at midnight during a rain 
storm.

THE NATIONAL BUDGET. 


What the president hinted at In his 


regular message was put into actual 
figures and offered to congress in his 
budget message which followed next 
day. The president does not propose to 
call a halt to spending. He proposes an- 
other large outlay, another substantial' 
deficit, and predicts the necessity for a 
tax boost. 


There are two problems which face 


the nation which demand the continu- 
ance of spending at about the present 
rate, the president feels. One of these Is 
the problem of national defense. The 
other is relief. The president is com- 
mitted to a vast armament program and 
there is little doubt that congress will 
support htm in this project. The con- 
gress may not go all the way, bUt the 
authorization of considerable construc- 
tion and expansion of military and naval 
facilities and equipment is almost a fore- 
gone conclusion. 


And the relief problem is still with 


vs. The president mentions it, offers his' 
recommendations 
concerning a 
sum 


large enough to carry relief activities 
thru another year, and then dumps the 
matter on congress' hands. Congress may 
not approve mich large scale spending. 
It may kick to beat the band on two and 
a quarter billions for relief and recovery 
purposes. The president does not caro 
a great deal. If congress does not like 
his suggestions it can try something 
else. But there is no diminishing the 
problem. It is real and it is huge. 


The republicans who applauded'loudly 


the mention of a balanced budget and 
are presumably unified In their demand 
for a smaller gross outlay and no deficit, 
are in a rather embarrassing position. 
Some of them have come into congress 
largely on their endorsement of some 
form of the Townsend plan and if they 
make good on their promises to their 
constituents, they will have to support 
a. vast outlay for relief even tho they 
manage to radically alter the mode of 
distribution. 


The president fully realizes that tho 


vast sums spent for relief have been used 
for political purposes by his ngcnts. Ho 
Is politician enough to long for control 
of the spending of any substantial sum 
voted for relief purposes this year. And 
yet the handling of relief has brought 
the administration ao much grief that 
the president probably will not make a 
very determined fight to keep the purso 
strings in his individual control. If con- 
gress wants to take over badly enough, 
the president will have to give way. 


THE RAILROAD YEAR. 


Railroads experienced their most un- 


usual year in 1938. Traffic was at 'low 
ebb in the first months of the year, 
reaching a low point in May. 
There 


was considerable Improvement in the 
last six months, but that Improvement 
was not sufficient is make up for what 
was lost early, largely because the de- 
pression in traffic volume continued far 
into the summer. The Improvement in 
later months was welcomed as it meant 
the difference between certain disaster 
and a possiblity that they might pull 
thru. 


As a result the railroads spent less 


for raw materials and equipment than 
in other years of the past decade, with 
the two exceptions of the depression 
bottom years, 1032 and 1033. In 1036 
the railroads bought 533 locomotives. 
In 1938 they bought less than half as 
many, 228. There was a heavy decline 
in orders for freight cars, other equip- 
ment and all raw materials used. Tho 
reason for the big decline in purchases 
is directly traceable to the decrease in 
earnings early in the year, and an out- 
look that really promised less than it 
finally delivered. 


Usually railroads earn 40 percent of 


their operating income in the first half 
of the year and 60 percent in the last 
half. 
The 
heavier 
earning 
in 
the 


last half is explained by the movement 
of farm products, fuel movements and 
the heavier merchandise shipments for 
the fall and winter trade, tn 1938 they 
earned 'only 19 percent in the first half 
of the year and 81 percent in the last 
six months. The first half of the year 
Mt a new record in low volume of 
freight traffic for alt the depression 
years. 


The purchase of railway materials In 


1938 reached only 340 millions, whereas 
in 1937 the total was 871 millions. That 
indicates the extent of the decline. 


Prospects are better. There has been 


a continued gain in traffic volume for 
th« past eight months, with the result 
that much heavier purchases may be 
looked for tn Uw n*Jrt year. Railway 
purchases do have a great effect on 


general industry. The roads buy coal and 
steel and lumber and cement In large 
quantities. ,The 
heavier 
volume 
of 


traffic will mean that more men must 
be employed to move it. Even at the 
best that can be hoped for this year, 
net earnings and total purchases are 
not expected to show greatly more than 
half of the totals of 1920—a decade ago. 


RECENT APPOINTMENTS. 


The naming of Felix Frankfurter to 


the vacancy which has existed In the 
supreme court-since the death of Car- 
dozo, completes the list of important ap- 
pointments the president has been faced 
with recently. The president has filled 
two cabinet vacancies, a seat on the 
supreme court and the post of head of 
TVA in recent weeks. All these appoint- 
ments come up for confirmation as soon 
as the senate gets around to it. 


Comments on Mr. Frankfurter vary 


greatly. Praise from liberals such as 
Senator Norris Is high. Condemnation 
from red baiters, who regard Frankfur- 
ter's liberalism as disguised radicalism. 
is severe. The sniping at the new justice 
seems to come from this latter source 
alone. 


The new justice, on whom the mantle 


of Justice Holmes has fallen after a brief 
stay on the shoulders of Justice Car- 
dozo, is admittedly able. He is charged 
with being the brains behind the new 
deal in its earlier stages. Whether or 
not he acted in that capacity, no one 
doubts that he was certainly capable of 
thus serving the administration. And It 
is also certain that the president did 
lean heavily on him for advice. 


From the moment of Cardozo's death 


it was apparent that Frankfurter was 
the man best fitted for the vacancy and 
with the best chance of being named. 
With this in mind senators have been 
weighing Frankfurter for a Icr.g time. 
Because tho red baiters have been so 
vigorous in their attempts 
to smear 


him, 1t is really surprising how general 
is the support of this appointment in the 
senate. Quick confirmation IB expected. 


If there is a considerable fight in the 


senate over Appointments it will involve 
others than that of Frankfurter. The 
Hopkins appointment as secretary of 
commerce and the Murphy appointment 
to the 
attorney-generalship 
will draw 


fire. Yet in both instances 
the men 


are admittedly able and the senate has 
always permitted the president great 
leeway in his selection of his cabinet. 
Murphy, as a governor, has a question- 
able record. Yet he is expected to give 
the nation able service as attorney gen- 
eral. 


Some criticism has been voiced of the 


appointment of lame-ducks to important 
office. Former Senator Pope, who has 
been selected to head TVA, is one who 
received an Important appointment after 
he had been defeated for re-election. His 
colleagues may resent such -presidential 
preferment of their former comrade and 
yet they may confirm him, for if ever 


man was plunging Into a difficult and 


thankless job, It is Pop.e. 


On the whole the presidential appoint- 


ments of recent weeks, while they have 
been flavored with reward for services 
rendered, have been commendable. By 
far the moat important Is the supreme 
court appointment, and the nominee can 
be endorsed almost without reservation. 


The residents of Tunisia have pledged 


their loyalty to France. That was not 
unexpected. Tunisia has been under the 
French flag for a long time and the 
relations between the colony and France 
have been oatlafactory. Tunisia having 
pledged its loyalty, should demand a 
similar pleclgn from France and some 
assurance that the pledge will be kept. 
Czechoslovakia 
pledged 
loyalty 
to 


Franco long ago and when Chamberlain 
put the pressure on France, France let 
Czechoslovakia fall before the Germans 
without 
raising 
a 
finger. 
Having 


watched this development, Tunisia may 
wonder what will happen if Italian de- 
mands grow stronger and Chamberlain 
again adopts the role of peacemaker. 
Citizens of the African province do 
have this to reassure them; France has 
never been known to surrender some- 
thing It owned without a struggle. 
France did not own Czechoslovakia 
and that country was sacrificed, but 
France does own Tunisia and Franca 
may be expected to make a determined 
effort to hold on to her possessions. 


If it is true that Col. Lindbergh has 


given President Roosevelt a confidential 
report on the German air strength, it 
would stjom that he Is making a habit 
of that sort of thing. The colonel wns 
once credited with giving England a 
confidential 
report 
on 
Russian 
air 


strength, a report that caused England 
to foraake Czechoslovakia at a Umo of 
crisis. A report on German air strength 
might be of great Interest at the mo- 
ment. 
It might show less need for a 


vast air program in the United States. 


When upper cluss English feud they 


do not use guns or bowle knives. Their 
weapons do not often kill but they do 
hurt. The royal family is no exception. 
Its war on the duchess of Windsor con- 
tinues as furiously as ever but under 
the same mild, placid uncxpresslve sur- 
face.

systems outright, finance the purchase 
by H bond inane of About 990,000,000.

syndicate to market the bonds.

first Nebraska utility man Mr. Myers 
Interviewed practically threw him out. 
But back in Wall street the holding 
company financiers who run utilitydom 
were seeing the handwriting on the wall 
in Wendell Willkie's losing light against 
big TVA. A few judicious telephone 
calls soon smoothed Mr. Myers' path.

pany into line, Banker Myers r*ejolcea 
at a milestone which seemed to assure 
complete success for the 'Myers deal.-

So Your Ears Won't Work? 


Many 
deaf persons have 
enjoyed 


marked improvement In hearing from 
"making faces" 
in a systematic way, 


that is, in regular seances twice a day 
or oftener, in private, before a mirror. 


I do not promise these special exer- 


cises will cure deafness 
or tinnitus 


(head noises)'. I merely say that many 
sufferers have reported benefits from 
them, and the exercises can do no harm 
in any case. Having heard all possible 
smartcracks on the theme I will not 
consider you a donkey if you do the ex- 
ercise or an ass if you don't. Here 
they are: 


1. Yawn. Throw your face as widely 


open as possible 
without 
dislocating 


your jaw, a la Joe E. Brown, and when 
you get thoroly opened up make believe 
you are your own dentor politely re- 
questing you to open a little 
wider, 


please. The object is to produce ft feel- 
ing of tension in the muscles at the 
back of your throat. 


2. Swallow. Having yawned prodigi- 


ously half a dozen times, take a slow, 
full awallow, or rather half a dozen 
swallows, 
of water 
or of air if no 


water handy. 


3. Monkey face. Protrude the chin 


as far as you can. Draw the upper Up 
as far in and out as you can, at the 
same time dilating the nostrils. Make 
these grimaces with all possible em- 
phasis. If at first you are not so good 
at it, never mind, keep on trying and 
you'll recover more or less control of 
the muscles of expression. 


4. Wiggle ears. Grasp both ear lobes 


and pull them first backward and down- 
ward, then forward and downward, so 
you can feel the pull Inside the ears. 
Push the little tab in front of the ear 
opening in and out of the ear opening 
with your finger. Now make your ears 
move by raising or lowering brow or 
scalp; frown and wrinkle the forehead; 
relax and draw the scalp toward the 
back of the head. Do these movements 
rhythmically 
and 
deliberately 
each 


from six to a dozen times. If at first 
your muscles fail to respond actively, 
never mind, just keep trying and even- 
tually you will succeed. 


5. Snarl and hike. Contract muscles 


about the eyes in a squint. Hold it and 
contract muscles about forehead, in a 
scowl. 
Hold it and 
contract muscles 


about the cheeks and lips to unsheathe 
the trusty old canine teeth. Hold it and 
contract.the throat muscles In the po- 
sition to sound the "k" when you say 
"hike." Hold the whole frightful thing, 
especially the "k" for a few moments— 
but beware of being caught in the act. 


Perhaps three minutes each morning 


or each morning and evening should be 
devoted to these exercises.

WASHINGTON. — W hen President 


Wilson, back in 1916, nominated Louis 
D. BrandeU to the supreme court of tha 
United States, there was a furore from 
the conservatives and subsequently a 
bitter fight on confirmation, which, in 
the light of the remarkable record made 
by Justice 
Brandeis, 
constitutes 
a 


lamentable chapter in the history of 
judicial appointment*, 


Today, as President 
Roosevelt's ap- 


pointment of Felix Frankfurter to the 
supreme court is being considered by 
the senate, there is no such fight on con- 
firmation in prospect. 


One reason why there is going to be 


very little Apposition is because the ap- 
pointment is really no surprise. It has 
been talked about In legal circles for 
many months. 
On August 26 of last 


year, this correspondent wrote a dis- 
patch pointing out that Mr. Roosevelt 
was seiiously considering- the selection 
of Professor Frankfurter, commenting 
as follows: 


"Liberals, radicals, conservatives all 


want their particular kind of a man ap- 
pointed to the supreme court. The radi- 
cals scored heavily when Senator Black 
was appointed for he Is In every sense 
of the word the kind of a judge the 
radical groups like, namely a man who 
will expound a particular doctrine and 
conduct himself on the bench very much 
as does a legislator In congress. Many 
conservatives of the extreme school, it 
must be conceded, also want that kind 
of judge but, naturally, one who is 
prejudiced from their point of view. It 
would seem unlikely that, the president 
will make that mistake again of ap- 
pointing partisan-minded judges and 
that he will seek among liberals some- 
one who can really be a judge and not 
a political champion of causes. 


"If Mr. Roosevelt is irrevocably de- 


termined to appoint a radical, then the 
conservatives might well consider the 
wisdom of resigning- themselves to the 
appointment of Professor Frankfurter. 
because at leaat he has a high respect 
for the traditions of the supreme court 
and its background of common honesty. 
He can, be expected, 
if 
appointed, to 


carry out the ideals of a fail and im- 
partial tribunal." 


This can be said just aa well today 


when the appointment 
Is an 
accom- 


plished fact. The president might have 
gone to the senate and picked some of 
the rubber-stamp senators. He 
could 


have appointed a layman, as some radi- 
cals urged, and he could have appointed 
any of a number of men from political 
life. But he wanted a man who would 
be liberal and yet be regarded by autho- 
rities -of the bar in America as qualified 
to keep up the standard of intellectual 
ability which has characterized 
the 


highest bench in the land. 


Thft presence of a legally skilled lib- 


eral like Professor Frankfurter 
will 


furnish another opportunity for contrast 
between opinions such as Justice Black 
has been writing in his dissents and the 
kind of really liberal opinions which 
have come from Justice Stone. 


Professor Frankfurter is conceded to 


be an exponent of new deal philosophy, 
but he has too much respect for the 
traditions of the supreme court to allow 
his legal opinions to be influenced by 
personal predilections of any Jdnd, His 
fairness as a judge Is recognized by 
many in the conservative group. Thus, 
Governor Ely of Massachusetts 
nom- 


inated Mr. Frankfurter in 1932 to be a 
member of the supreme court of the 
state 
of Massachusetts—a 
court re- 


garded thruout the country by the mem- 
bers of the legal profession as of tho 
highest standard. Professor Frankfurter 
declined. 


Another evidence of a belief In the 


fairneas of Professor Frankfurter'oame 
recently in a public statement 
from 


Wendell WiUkle, prominent public util- 
ity man who was ready to accept Pro- 
fessor Frankfurter as one of three arbi- 
trators who* could adjust the TVA con- 
troversy with the private utilities. 


Felix Frankfurter Is not without his 


opponents. Indeed, he has been charged 
with having1 a great deal of influence in 
the new deal thru his former pupils at 
the Harvard law school who have come 
here to important positions in the gov- 
ernment. 


What 
kind 
of 
judge 
will Felix 


Frankfurter make? The answer will be 
found by reading the opinions of the late 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, the late Justice 
Cardozo and Justice Brandeis. For no 
man in America has spent as much time 
studying and writing about the opinions 
of those great justices as Professor Felix 
Frankfurter, and few men have made 
such an expeit analysis of the actual 
work of the supreme court of the United 
States as he has. 


That's why republican leader Senator 


McNary of Oregon said, after the ap- 
pointment was announced, that Profes- 
sor Frankfurter was 
"qualified," 
and 


that's why, too, Senator Burke, demo- 
crat, of Nebraska, one of the'leaders in 
the fight against "packing" the supreme 
court, said he would vote for confirma- 
tion. Incidentally, Mr. Frankfurter did 
not approve that court reorganization 
bill and maintained a dignified silence.

AS SOIL DEPLETING 


Nebraska Farmers Granted 


Concession in Planting of 


Sweet Sorghums. 


Of interest to farmers thruout 


Nebraska, a list of crops and prac- 
tices considered soil-depleting in 
•the 1939 federal 
farm 
program 


was announced Friday by the state 
ACP committee. 


This list amounts to a founda- 
tion for the entire adjustment and 
conservation programs, since ACP 
payments are made for substitut- 
ing crops and uses which conserve 
and build up soil fertility in place 
of those which deplete or wear 
out the land. Farmeis receiving 
maximum 
payments under the 


1939 program will be those who do 
not plant depleting crops in excess 
of their total acreage allotments, 
who also plant within any special 
allotments they may receive for 
corn, wheat or potatoes; and who 
carry 
out 
certain 
soil-building 
practices. 


Particularly important 
is the 
1939 classification of sorghums— 
spotlighted due to their growing 
favor as a reliable feed crop. Sweet 
•orghums will not be classified as 
a depleting crop when used for 
fodder anywhere in Nebraska; and 
they will not be considered deplet- 
ing if used for ensilage in any of 
the 29 northwest Nebraska coun- 
ties outside the commercial corn 
area. 


Sweet sorghums harvested for 
grain, seed or sirup and all grain 
sorghums will be considered de- 
pleting anywhere in Nebraska, and 
sweet 
sorghum 
silage 
will' be 
classed as depleting m the 64 com- 
mercial corn counties of Nebraska 


"Strictly speaking 
all 
sweet 
sorghums tend to exhaust or de- 
plete the soil," Fred S. Wallace. 
Nebraska 
ACP 
chairman, 
ex- 
plained. "But national and regional 
'AAA 
officials 
recognized 
our 


special need for dependable feed 
reserves and granted us particu- 
larly favorable treatment by ex- 
empting sweet sorghum fodder in 
all Nebraska counties and sorg- 
hum silage outside the commer- 
cial area. To avoid the confusion

another 
classification,

COUNTY MAY ACQUIRE 


INTERSTATE BRIDGES 


Supreme Qourt Says Rev- 


enue Bonds May Issue 


Without a Vote. 


The supreme court Friday, in an 


opinion by Judge Carter, held that 
the county bridge act of 1935 au- 
thonzes border counties to either 
build a bridge across a boundary 
stream or purchase one already 
existing. 
The court says 
that 


while the first and second sections 
authorize only the construction o: 
aid 
in construction of a bridge 


across a river forming a boundary 
line with another state, and to is- 
sue 
revenue bonds in payment 


therefor without a vote of the 
people, sections 5 and 7 include 
the words 
"acquired" and "pur- 


chased " 


The couit says that if effect is 


given to the words used in sec- 
tion 7, the court must hold that 
it was the legislative intent that 
counties 
coming under the 
act 


might purchase as well as build 
an interstate bridge. If it be con- 
ceded that ambiguity exists be- 
tween the sections cited, a lesort 
to the title makes clear that the 
legislature intended to permit pur- 
chase of existing bridges. 
More than a year ago the Da- 


kota county board passed a reso- 
lution of purchase, paying $1,655,- 
000 for the existing bridge, owned 
by a private corporation. As these 
bonds sold at a discount it was 
necessary to issue $1,800,000 of 
bonds. These were sold, after the 
district court, in an action begun 
by the county clerk, Victor Han- 
sen, entered a declaratory 
judg- 


ment validating- this action. Later 
the court set aside the decree on 
petition of George W. Learner, at- 
torney and taxpayer, who claimed 
that the county board had acted 
in secret and that the public was 
not informed until the proceedings 
of the board had been published 
according to law. He claimed the 
purchase price was excessive and 
a vote of the people necessary.

NEW YORK. UP). The tragic 


epilogue of an errant son who 
•tudied banking law in prison and 
emerged to become a bank rob- 
ber and slayer of a G-man was 
unfolded in court by his now im- 
poverished father, who provided 
the education on the son's prom- 
ise to go straight. The son was 
Robert J. Suhay. 26, who was 
hanged last August with a com- 
panion at the Leavenworth (Kas.) 
federal penitentiary for the shoot- 
Ing of a federal agent In Topeka, 
Kas. 
Jobless and broken in spirit, Jo- 
seph Suhay told a bankruptcy ref- 
eree in Queens county court how 
his son Robert was sentenced to 
the Great Meadow {N. Y.) prison 
for a youthful "escapade" and how, 
in prison, the youngster begged 
for a chance to reform, asking for 
a correspondence school course in 
banking law. Suhay told the court 
he spent $4,900 on his son's educa- 
tion behind prison walls. 
A few months after the youth's 
release four men took £18,000 In 
a holdup from a Katonah, N. Y., 
bank on March 12, 1837. Federal 
agents said young Suhay waa one 
of them. 
A month later W. W. Baker, a 
federal agent, was slain by two 
desperate cornered g~.ir,nien in the 
Tokeka postoffice. They were cap- 
tured by a Nebraska officer. The 
court fixed young Suhay'a total es- 
tate at J9.364. 


To the bewildered father, Ref- 
edee Henry G. Frey explained that 
an 118,000 claim filed 
by 
the 
American Surety company on be- 
half of the robbed Katonah bank 
had priority over his claim. The 
surety company went $8,659 as a 
proportionate share.

NEW MACHINE WILL 


Device Shown to Scientists 


Is First Which Forms 


Its Own Words. 


PHILADELPHIA. uV). A ma- 
chine which speaks, forming its 
own words in imitation human 
tones, was shown to scientists 
Thursday at the Franklin insti- 
tute. Its name ia the voder and 
it is the first 
machine in 
the 
world to create speech. There is 
no "canned" talk, no recording. 
The voder resembles an oversize 
typewriter, with a pipe organ key- 
board. - But 
instead of musical 
notes, the 
keys sound speech 
tonea. 
It was built by the Bell 
Telephone laboratories to be ex- 
hibited at the great fairs this year 
in San Francisco and New York. 
The machine shows that the art 
and science of communications has 
advanced to the point where, if 
all the people lost their voices, 
they still could punch a battery 
of keys, to say audibly, In the old 
way. whatever they liked. Altho 
there never has been such a ma- 
chine before, all the parts, except 
keys, are from "stock," from ap- 
paratus already in daily use in 
phoning. 


Mimics Man or Woman. 


The voder has 
23 
different 
sounda. including a hiss that is 
slightly electrical. It inflects either 
up or down the scale, shouts or 
whispers, booms the first part of 
a word letting the finish dia out, 
and mimics man or woman. In 
fact, it can imitate the bleating 
of sheep, lowing of cattle, grunt- 
ing pigs or a woodpecker's peck- 
ing. 


But practice is required to talk. 
This, on the experience of 300 tele- 
phone girls who have tried, is a 
period not quite so long as learn- 
ing to talk with your own vocal 
apparatus. 
From these 24 havo 
been selected to run the voder at 
the fairs.

Tuberculosis Society Moves 


From Federal Building to 


New Headquarters. 


"We've got about 50 percent as 
much office room as formerly but 
there won't be any reduction in 
our service," declared Mrs, Kittie 
M. Cosandier, executive and field 
nurse, of the Tuberculosis associa- 
tion of Lincoln and 
Lancaster 
county. 
The association is now located 
in room No. 660 at the National 
Bank of Commerce building hav- 
ing moved from the federal build- 
ing where it had enjoyed rent free 
quarters since its 
establishment 
here in 1927. 
A rental of 
$20 
monthly is now being paid in the 
new headquarters. 
The association is maintained 
here, like the hundreds of other 
branches in the U. S., only thru 
the sale of Christmas seals. 
The move resulted from an or- 
der to vacate from postal officials. 
Visiting architects of the depart- 
ment said that the space occupied 
should be turned over to govern- 
ment departments now located in 
office buildings, such as social se- 
curity headquarters. 
Red Cross officials have been 


told they can remain but must 
move to a much smaller office. 
The Red Cross 
received this 
"reprieve" because it carries on 
veteran 
rehabilitation 
activities, 
ties. But the office space alloted 
the Red Cross will not be suffi- 
cient to carry on all the other ac- 
tivities of the organization in a 
quandary. They can stay and 
have office space which will be 
far short of their requirements or 
they can move to suitable quarters 
and take 
money 
from 
their 


budget, for the first time, for rent, 
or they can pull a -'sitdown strike" 
and refuse to budge. 
Many people have gained 
the 
impression, because the two or- 
ganizations occupied adjoining and 
connecting rooms in the federal 
building, that they were connected 
with each other. 
They are inde- 
pendent. The tuberculosis organi- 
zation resulted 
from

survey 
made over a decade ago by Miss 
Lillian B. Stuff and Dr. Hattie 
Plum Williams, 
The association 


withdrew from the chest three 
years ago and also cut all ties 
with the Red Cross in that year. 
The Red Cross had contributed a 
share of the

for

months of the year of the visiting 
rural nurse. 
Postmaster F e n t o n said the 
social security office, with about 
Six employes, would occupy'all the 
present Red Cross quarters, in- 
cluding four private offices. These 
will be used for 
consultation 
rooms, they explained.

Is Mood of Today's Work

is '' Peter 
Commended 
and 
Rebuked.''— 


Matthew 16 13-26

Fisherman Peter again takes 
the center of the stage, in this 
course of Intel national 
Sunday 


school lessons, which are being 
studied 
by millions of persons 


young and old, in every city, vil- 
liage and crossroads of the United 
States and Canada. We see Peter 
speaking boldly, in a flash of in- 
sight; and then blundeung aadly, 
m his characteristically impulsive 
fashion. How like us was this Mr. 
Up-and-Down, Yes-and-No! 
Just now, in these critical days, 
there are a multitude who share 
his mood as Mr. Up. Even the 
newa dispatches are recording evi- 
dences of a deepened spiritual in- 
sight and concern in our day. We 
have all read the cablegrams quot- 
ng the stirring utterances of Brit' 
ish and other European statesmen 
of first rank, to the effect that 
the only hope of our time is a 
"moial tearmament," and a fresh 
realization of the absolute ptimacy 
of spiritual values. It is something 
new for the leaders of nations to 
calling the people back to re- 
ligius verities. 


Still, statesmen have no monop- 


oly of this concern. A few eve- 
nings ago I heard Dr. Stanley 
Jones of India say to a Phila- 
delphia mass meeting of many 
thousand9, that, after 12 weeks 
spent in addressing American stu- 
Icnt audiences, usually four or 
'ive times a day, he discovered 
that the one question on eager 
student hps was, "How may I find 
~!ocl ?" 
Dr. 
Jones 
thinks 
the 


younger generation has definitely 
massed thru its earlier stage of 
cheap cynicism and sophistication 
and rebellion, and is now seeking 
he eternal integrities and verities, 
jiterally thousands remained as 
'inquirers" for kDr. Jones' after 
meetings. Other eyes than. Peter's 
are being opened. 


Signs of the Times. 


At first superficial glance, it 
would seem that utter material- 
sm and pleasure seeking ruled 
his generation. But take a second 
ook, 
and a deeper. What means 
he extraordinary vogue of relig- 
ous cults in our time, many of 
.hem fantastic, but all revealing a 
spiritual hunger ? All over the 
and, practically unheeded by the 


established denominations, we fim 
a vast growth of new religiou 
bodies, appealing to the poor anu 
the unlearned. 
These sects las 
year showed an increase of 2 
percent in membership, wherca 
the big communions repotted htti 
more than I percent of growth 
In the upper ciicles of society, the 
Oxford group is witnessing a sen 
satioiial vogue. 


In the larger area of the inter 
national scene we behold a won 
der. Hitler's Germany has brough 
all phases of national life into 
subjection 
to 
him—except 
the 
church. Only the Protestant an* 
Catholic churches have dared tc 
resist the dictator, saying, In Pe- 
ter's words, "We must obey God 
rather than men." Scores of brave 
pastors are languishing in concen- 
tration camps today because they 
would not put the nazi yoke upon 
their consciences. Despite all re- 
pressive measures, the churches 
are putting spiritual loyalty first. 


In poor and pitiable China, be- 
neath the harrow of pagan Japan- 
ese cruelties, the people seem to 
be finding a new spiritual life, un- 
der the leadership of dauntless 
missionaries and of Generalissimo 
and Madame Chiang Kai Shek 
who are both Christiana. There is 
apparent, 
according 
to 
trust- 


worthy reports, a rebirth of China 
amidst the travail of war; with 
nyriads seeking Chi ist. 
India's struggle for nationalism 
Sets occasional headlines; but only 
m the religious press does one 
learn of the great mass move- 
ments toward Christianity, which 
are so vast as to tax the resources 
of religious leadership. 
In a myriad places and ways, 
Peter's famous response, 
"Thou 
art the Christ," is being repeated 
today. 


A Traveller's Memories. 


Less than a year ago I went to 
Jaesarea Fhillppi, 
now 
called 
Banias, which was the setting of 
this lesson. It is one of the high 
spots in the New Testament story, 
for here Jesus categorically an- 
nounced Himself as -the long" ex- 
pected Messiah, the very Christ of 


In His day, the location was 
sumptuously adorned with the fine 
Roman marbles which are now 
built into the mud houses of the 
miserable village of Banias. The 
Temple of Pan stood in its glory.

Fo 
the way of vtctoiy, as Jesus e\ 
pounded it that day to His dis- 
ciples, at Caesuiea Phillppi, Is the 
way of the cioss. "No cross, no 
ciown." Explicitly, He laid down 
the principle that, "If any mnn 
would come after Me. let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow Me. Kor whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it: and 
whosoever will lose his life for 
My sake shall find it."

The 
20 point demerit given for any re- 
sponse other than three diamonds was 
Incurred almost invariably by a two 
no trump response. Apparently about 
700 timid examinees felt that they 
needed a better hand for a positive 
response.

Support Increased Fees Ideas 


BY ART SPELTS. 


L.OUP CITY, Neb.—Any contro- 


versy 
arising 
among fishermen 


and hunters which affects their 
sport, whether it be the compara- 
tive value of a certain trout or 
bass 
fly 
or whether 
ducks or 


pheasants present the more diffi- 
cult shot is certain to be argue:! 
with vehemence if not 
with fi- 


nality. 


And this is properly so, for this 


is a red blooded, free thinking fra- 
ternity with strong convictions; at 
least until they get home and the 
little woman puts them in their 
proper place. 


And so it is with the present 


question: Shall we support an in- 
creased hunting and fishing permit 
cost? Sportsmen rightly feel this 
is a question 
which they 
alone 


should decide since they alone pay 
the cost of game and fish propaga- 
tion, distribution and protection as 
well as the acquisition and main- 
trance of recreation grounds. No 
other group of citizens contributes 
to this cost. 
It is purely volun- 


tary. 
If you don't care to hunt, 


fish or trap it costs nothing. 
First, I believe all sportsmen 


will agree that if it were not for 
restrictive laws as to bag and sea- 
son and the introduction, propaga- 
tion and distribution of game and 
fish during the past three decades, 
there would be no fish or game of 
consequence in our state today. 
Second, I believe there is general 
agreement 
that 
the game 
and 


parks commission has ably admin- 
istered this work, particularly dur- 
ing the disheartening drouth which 
has 
made this so difficult. 


Pay Small Fee. 


The $1 we pay for our permit is 


the only part of the expense of 
fishing and hunting which we pay 
for piopagation, distribution and 
protection. 


If you are the average sports- 


man who both hunts and fishes 
you own one or more rods with 
suitable tackle, you own one or 
more guns, you pui chase addi- 
tional tackle and ammunition each 
year, possibly you own a boat and 
dog. boots and other equipment. 
In all probability you take one or 
more trips each year to hunt or 
fish. Expenses incidental to hunt- 
ing and fishing arc, in any event, 
several times the cost of the per- 
mit which makes propagation and 
protection 
possible. 
Aren't 
we 


paying too much for the cart in 
proportion 
to 
the 
cost of the 


horse ? 


The suggestion 
has 
been ad- 


vanced that wo support n split li- 
cense plan of SI.25 for fishing and 
Jl.50 for hunting or a combined 
license for $2.50 with the money 
pro-rated for fish and game work 
according to the kind of permits 
sold. 


Now. 
if you 
are 
a fisherman 


only, it would cost you an addi- 
tional 25c per year under this plan 
but it would pi'ovide approximately 
twice as much money for 
fisii 


propagation activities since part of 
your dollar has been used for game 
and other work 
If you are inter- 


ested only In hunting and purchase 
a hunting permit, it would cost 
you $1.50 or OOc more than the 
present permit, hut it would pio- 
virle nearly twice as much for a 
game program RS at present since 
part 
of your 
dollar 
heretofore 


spent for hunting has been used 
for fish propagation. 


Favors $2.50 Plan. 


If you both hunt and fish the 


cost would he $2.50 or about the 
rost of an additional box nf shells

Her mind must have 
raced back thru the years, to the 
unforgettable day when her Jess, 
a magnificent physical specinian 
and champion of the world, was 
cruelly beaten to the floor by the 
same hands which were now being 
put forward m friendship. 


"I am sure Jess will appreciate 


Dempsey's offer when he learne 
about it," Mrs. Willard said, "he 
isn't here now, but I will forward 
the letter to him as soon as it 
comes. He's in Florida, you know, 
refereeing- fights and wrestling: 
matches." 


I asked her how she would feel 


about Jess working for Jack. 


Could Use Job. 


"It certainly Is a sweet and 


thoughtful thing for Dempsey to 
do," she answered. "We could use 
a good job at almost anytime." 


She did not know whether Jess 


would accept the offer or not. 


"He'll have to speak for himself 


about that.' 


But she did speak for herself. 


She didn't say that they would not 
take the job in New York, but she 
did admit that the passing of 20 
full years had not erased from her 
mind the Jack Dempsey of Toledo. 
To her he still is the hungry-ejred, 
steel whiskered, ruthless killer who 
bounded from his corner, bent 
upon tearing to bits her man be- 
fore her very eyes. 
"I suppose only a woman wo,uld 


remember that day as long .and 
as clearly as I have," Mrs. Wil- 
lard said. "I was sitting wltfc a 
friend, up close, too close, to the 
ring, and I know that I suffered 
every thing it's possible to suffer. 
I can't tell you how I felt during 
that fight. I don't think anyone 
could put it in words." 


Married Ten Years. 


She had been married to Jess 


for ten years before that fight. 
But it was the first, and last, fight 
she has ever seen. She didn't see 
Jess against Jack Johnson when, 
as the "white hope," he won the 
title. The only memory she has of 
him as a fighter la when his 
weight and power bowed to Demp- 
sey's mad attack. 


Since 1920, Mrs. Willard aaid, 


Jess has depended upon refereeing 
for a living. Before then he ran 
a fruit and meat market, which 
closed. His present refereelng tour 
will 
keep 
him 
away 
for 
two 


months—unless he accepts the of- 
fer from Dempsey. 


I told Mrs. Willard that ahe 


would scarcely know the Dempsey 
of today. I described him to her 
as the charming, genial business 
man that he is. She listened and 
then she said: 
"I know this. He's an awfully 


kind and thoughtful man today, 
and I deeply appreciate what he 
has offered to do for Jess—Jack 
Dempsey, of all people."
